When the police estimates were reached 
Ald. Wall moved that the salary of the Assist- 
ant Superintendent of Police.

The bill called for one assistant 
at $2,000, three at $1,500, and one at $1,200. 
Ald. O’Brien moved to make it four at $2,000 
and strike out thé $1,200 man. Ald. Madden 
declared that this would cripple the force, and 
the Chair declared it lost on a viva voce vote. 
Subsequently the vote was reconsidered and 
after considerable discussion the budget was 
amended to provide for four assistants at 
$2,000 and one at $1,200. If this achon stands 
four assistants, Messrs. Obermeyer, Hines, 
Boyle, and Dennison, who have been draw:ng 
pay at the rate of $1,500 a year, will get $2,000 
and Mr. McArdle will continue to get $1,200. 

Ald. Brennan struck a popular chord by 
moving that thesalary of the City Clerk be in- 
creased from $4,000 to $5,000. Ald. Goldzier, 
although he disliked to do it he said, cailed at- 
tention to the fact that an elective officer’s 
salary cannot be increased during his incum- 
bency.

— Rang- 
ers scouting in Starr County lately met three 
armed Mexicans, supposed to be followers 
of Garza, who opened fire on them, but 
kept at such a distance that the shots from 
neither side were effective. The running 
fight was continued for some distance, when 
suddenly the rangers were fired upon from 
ambush, and one was killed.

It is rumored that there are indications 
of more trouble iu the lower country. Mexi-

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TREATY IS RATIFIED. 


UNANIMOUS VOTE IN THE SENATE 
ON THE DOCUMENT. 


Bering Sea Differences Between the, United 
States and Great Britain to Be Submitted 
to Seven Arbitrators—Fuil Text of the 
Treaty, Showing Its Provisions—John C. 
Spooner of Wisconsin to Be a Member 
of the Tribunal—Other Names Men- 
tioned. 

Wasuinertor, D. C., March 29.—[Special.]— 
Seventy-two Senators this afternoon went on 
record in favorof ratifying the arbitration 
treaty. There was no votes against it. None 
of the sixteen Senators who were absent had 
asked to be paired against the treaty. Two 
amendments were adopted, but they were not 
material. One provides that the arguments 
and the proceedings before the arbitrators 
shall be in the English language. The other 
lengthens the time for the arbitrators to give 
their decision from three months to the 
period of four months after the arguments of 
counsel are closed. Both these suggestions 
come from Lord Salisbury through Sir Julian 
Pauncefote. 

It is significant of the change in the senti- 
ment of the Senate that not only was no pro- 
viso adopted regarding the modus vivendi, 
but a declaratory resolution indorsing the 
position of the admimistration was not 
thought necessary. This change was largely 
due to the altered tone of Lord Salisbury’s 
last note. After declaring that he would not 
consent to a renewal of the modus vivendi, he 
therein consents to it under conditions that 
can be satisfactorily arranged. This was 
really arranging a cushion to ease the British 
Premier's fall. Some of the Senators voted 
for the treaty with misgivings as to the out- 
come, yet they lid not see how the United 
States could justify itself before the world if 
it rejected arbitration. Besides, it might 
have been taken as showing a lack of confi- 
dence in its own case. 

After the ratification of the treaty the Sen- 
ate officially notified the President of its ac- 
tion. Secretary Blaine will formally com- 
municate this action to the British Minister 
tomorrow and there will be no delay in ex- 
changing ratifications between the two gov- 
ernments, 

The next thing will be the selection of the 
arbitrators and agents or counsel for the tw6 
countries in interest. Ex-Minister E. J. 
Phelps will be the counsel for the United 
States. Ex-Senator John C. Spooner of Wis- 
consin will be one of the arbitrators unless he 
declines. The other one is not settled on. If 
he were willing to serve ex-Secretary Bayard 
might be chosen. Mr. Edmunds, John W. 
Foster, Frederick R. Cou tert, and William 
M. Evarts are among the others whose names 
are discussed. 

The British Government will take one of its 
arbitrators from England and one from Can- 
ada. Itcannot yet be named what “ jurists 
of distinguished reputation the respective 
governments of France, Italy, and Sweden 
and Norway will select. It will be about six 
months before the arbitration tribunal can 
formally organize and begin its sittings in 
Paris. 

* Full Text of the Amended Treaty. 


The full text of the amended treaty is as fol- 
lows: 


The United States of America and her Majesty 
the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, being desirous to provide 
for an amicable settlement of the questions 
which have arisen between their respective gov- 
ernments concerning the jurisdictional riguts of 
the United States in the waters of Bering Sea, 


Nr of the fur 
* ‘In or habitually resorting to the said sea, 


and the rights of the citizens and subjects of 
either country as regards the taking of fur 
seal in or habitually resorting to the 
said waters, have resolved to submit 
to arbitration the questions involved, 
and to the end of concluding a convention for 
that purpose have appointed as their respective 
plenipotentiaries: The President of the United 
States of America, James G. Blaine, Secretary of 
State of the United States, and her Majesty, the 
Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland; Sir Julian Pauncefote, G. 
C. M. G., K. C. B., her Majesty's Eu- 
voy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary to the United States, who, after 
having communicated to each other their re- 
spective full powers, which were found to be in 
due and proper form, have agreed to and con- 
cluded the following articles: 

Art. I. The questions which have arisen between 
the Government of the United States and the 
Government of her Britannic Majesty concerning 
the jurisdictional richts of the United States in 
the waters of Bering Sea, and concerning also 
the preservation of the fur seal, in or habitually 
resorting to the said sea, and the rights of the 
citizens and subjects of either country as regards 
the taking of the fur seal in or habitually resort- 
ing tothe said waters, shall be submitted toa 
tribunal of arbitration, to be composed of 
seven arbitrators, who shall be appointed 
in the following manner, that is to say: Two 
shall be named by the President of the United 
States; two shall be named by her Britannic Maj- 
esty; his Excellency the President of the French 
Republic shall be jointly requested by the high 
contracting parties to name one; his Majesty the 
King of Italy shall be so requested to name 
one; and his Majesty the King of Sweden 
and Norway shall be so requested to 
name one. The seven arbitrators to be 
so named shall be jurists of distinguished 
reputation in their respective countries. In case 
of the death, absence or incapacity to serve of 
any or either ofthe said arbitrators, or in the 
event of any or either of the said arbitrators 
omitting or declining or ceasing to act as such 
the President of the United States or “her Britan- 
nic Majesty, or his Excellency the President of 
the French Republic, or his Majesty the King of 
Italy, or his Majesty tbe King of Sweden and 
Norway, as the case may be, shall name or shall 
be requested to name forthwith another person 
to act as arbitrator in the place and stead of the 
arbitrator originally named by such head ofa 
State. 

And in the event of the refusal or omission for 
two months after receipt of the joint request 
from the high contracting parties of his Excel- 
lency the Presidentof the French Republic, or 
his Majesty the King of Italy, or his Majesty the 
King of Sweden and Norway, to name an arbitra- 
tor, gither to fill the original appointment or to 
fill a vacancy as above provided, then in such case 
the appointment shall be made or the vacancy 
shallbe filled in such manner as the high con- 
tracting parties shall agree. 


| Arbitrators Shall Meet in Paris. 


Art. II. The arbitrators shall meet at Paris with- 
in twenty days after the delivery of the counter 
case mentioned in Art.4 and shall proceed im- 
partially and carefully to examineand decide the 
questions that have been or shall be laid before 
them, as provided herein on the part of the Gov- 
ernments of the United States and her Britannic 
Majesty respéctively. All questions considered 
by the tribunal, including the final decision, shail 
be determined by a majority of all the arbitra- 
tors. The arguments and proceedings before the 
arbitrators shall be in the English language. 
Each of the high contracting parties shall also 
name the person to attend the tribunal as its 
agent, to represent it generally in all matters 
connected with the arbitration. 

Art. III. The printed case of each of the two par- 
ties, accompanied by the documents, the official 
correspondence, and other evidence on which 
each relies, shall be delivered in duplicate to each 
of the arbitrators and to the agent of the other 
party as soon as may be after tne appointment of 
the members of the tribunal, but within a perioa 
not exceeduig three months from the date of the 
exchange of the ratifications of this treaty.

These reports shall not 
be made public, until they shall be submitted to 
the arbitrators, or it shall appear that the con- 
tingency of their being used by the arbitrators 
cannot arise. 

Art. X. Each government shall pay the ex- 
penses of its members of the joint commission in 
the investigation referred to in the preceding 
article. 

Art. XI. The decision of the tribunal shall, if 
possible, be madewithin four months from the 
close of the argument on both sides. It shall be 
made in writing and dated and shall be signed 
by the arbitrators who may assent to it. 

The decision shall be in duplicate, one copy 
whereof shall be delivered to the agent of the 
United States for his government, and the other 
copy shall be delivered to the agent of Great Brit- 
ain for his government. 

Art. XII. Each government shall pay its own 
agent and provide for the proper remuneration 
of the counsel employed by it and of the arbitra- 
tors appointed by it, and for the expense of pre- 
paring and submitting its case to the tribunal. 
All other expenses connected with the arbitration 
shall be defrayed by the two governments in equal 
moieties. 

Art. XIII. The arbitrators shall keep an ac- 
curate record of their proceedings and may ap- 
point and employ the necessary officers to assist 
them. 

Art. XIV. The high contracting parties engage 
to consider the result of the proceedings of the 
tribunal of arbitration as a full, perfect, and 
final settlement of all the questions referred to 
the arbitrators. 

Art. XV. The present treaty shall be duly rati- 
fied by the President of the United States of 
America, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate thereof, and by her Britannic Majesty; 
and the ratifications shall be exchanged either at 
Washington or at London within six months from 
the date hereof, or earlier if possible. 

In faith whereof we, the respective Plenipoten- 
tiaries, have signed this treaty and have herdunto 
affixed our seals. 

Done in duplicate at Washington the twenty- 
ninth day of February, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety-two, JAMEs G. BLAINE.

Mr. Lowther Denies That Lord Salisbury

Lonpon, March 29.—The statement is made

ON A CHICAGO MODEL. 


THE PARISIAN BOMBS ARE OF 
AMERICAN INVENTION, 


A Leader of the Destroyers Displays and 
Sells One of His Death Engines and 
Then Tells What Is the Aim of His So- 
clety—The Universal Revolution Is Near 
at Uand He Affirms, and All Anarchists 
Will Act in Concert Would Destroy 

Institutions Not Men, 


[SPECIAL CABLE.] ; 

Pakts, March 29.—I had an interview this 
afternoon with an accused Anarchist who 
knows the author of the recent explosion if 
he is not the author himself. I met him at a 
house when he was offering to sell a bomb for 
50 frances ($10). He explained that he had two 
more at his house, but that they belonged to a 
companion.“ 

When going out I followed him to find out 
what he intended to do with those engines of 
destruction, one of which he wanted to sell. 
He went to the house of another Anarchist for 
the purpose of unloading the bomb, but he ar- 
rived at the very moment when the police 
were there and saved himself in time. This 
man, it seems, always carries under his arm a 
bomb with six kilos (thirteen pounds) of 
dynamite. Finally he went to the house of 
another friend, where the bomb was unloaded. 

The bomb was in two pieces, fitted with 
dynamite ana inclosed in an old box half filled 
with Albert cakes. On top was an electric 
pile which could be handled bya child and 
was set by an ordinary alarm clock. At the 
moment indicated by the alarm the electric 
contact was made and the explosion followed, 
I asked the Anarchist who invented the bomb 
and he replied : 

Made on a Chicago Model. 

“* We got the model from Chi¢adgo, and the 
invenfion is that of an American companion.” 
The bomb was bought for fifty francs ($10), 
but the Anarchist would not take a bank-bill 
or gold and wanted silver. He said it was 
easier to divide with his friends. 

He appeared to be an intelligent working- 
man, a mechanic or plasterer, and I had a 
chat with him. He said at first: If you want 
me to speak for publication I have nothing to 
say. But finally he said: I don't care. 
You haven't got my name and in an hour I 
shall have gone off to come back when 1 
please. 

I pressed him to take some brandy, but he 
refused. He accepted some cigars and struck 
a match on the bomb box. As I saw him do 
it I exhibited apprehension, and he said: 

A bourgeois can never be an Anarchist— 
he is too much afraid of danger. Why, we 
smoke while making our bombs.“ 

I asked him if he approved of the crimes 
that had been committed. 

„No,“ he replied; it's too soon. In ten 
years’ time these things would be useful to 
us, but now they will be too quickly forgot- 
ten. , 3 
What is your object?“ ‘ 

To reform society. Too much misery 
now exists; it’s a crime to have been born.“ 

„But by these explosions you will kill 
somebody, I remarked. ‘ 


After Institutions, Not Citizens. 


We don’t want to do that,“ he said, and 
we don’t want to put these bombs in thickly 
peopled places—we want todemolish public 
institutions, and not citizens. It is no more 
the fault of a bourgeois to have been born well 
off than for an Anarchist to have been poor. 
But if ‘society’ becomes too hard on us for 
the destruction of some property, then we 
would destroy some men, just to show what 
we are able to do. — 

But tell me what definite end you have in 
view. 

To make society happy, and quickly at 
that, we want to help the world out of its 
brutish state. But, just look! for 100 years 
the bourgeoisie have not cared to emancipate 
themselves. | 

Will there be any trouble May 1?“ I in- 
quired. 

** We are not such fools,”’ the Anarchist re- 
plied, “‘as to announce in advance when we 
are going to act. That may be the way of the 
bourgeois, but we don’t want to fix the date. 
We will act in concert with our friends living 
in other countries, when we learn the signal 
which will be given in some city by a revolu- 
tion. Everywhere the great revolution will 
break out, and you will then see what society 
is composed of—touch it, prick it but a little, 
and the whole crumbles to dust.“ 

Rashness of the Anarchists, 

He did not want to say any more, but pulled 
away at his cigar. Having promised him that 
no one should follow him off he trotted quite 
calmly. In front of a house that had been 


raided he stopped and asked a police agent 


for some information, then disappeared. Our 
conversation had taken place in the presence 
of others, whose names are known in French 
politics, 

We were all deeply impressed. It is certain 
that these people will not back down before 
anything. They have no conscience and are 
extremely rash. Next 1 had an interview 
with the police, but they had discovered noth- 
ing in spite of their diligent search. On the 
other hand numerous threatening letters have 
been received by different persons. 

A Town Councilor, in an interview, de- 
clared that when M. Floquet quitted the Min- 
istry of the Interior the prefecture of police 
had been deprived of nearly the whole secret 
service fund, 24,000 francs ($5,000) yearly. 
There were two bad results of this. 
good detectives were deprived of the money 
they needed for their work; and, second, the 
thadier detectives, rendered desperate 
through starvation, were ready to relapse into 
the criminal classes whence they often sprung 
and thus become the most dangerous men in 
Paris. 

Ravachol, it has been learned, came to 


Paris from St. Etienne in July last. He was 


distrusted by the Anarchists here until he was 
joined by aman named Bealat, who also 
came from St. Etienne, and who introduced 
him to Matthieu and cthers prominent in the 
Anarchist ranks. The woman Soubert is 
Bealat’s mistress. 

The Police Are Active, 

It has been a long time since such activity 
has been shown by the police. The Rue Clichy 
explosion has impressed upon the authorities 
the fact that anarchism, or at least the crimes 
arising from that doctrine, must be prevented 
if the fair fame of the city is not to suffer. 
The residences of M. Athalin, an examining 
magistrate, M. Girard, the public analyst, and 
M. Ciément, a police commissary, are guarded 
day and night to prevent the Anarchists from 
carrying out their threats to blow them up. 

A Cabinet council was ‘held this afternoon, 
at which the ministers discussed the explosion 
that occurred Sunday morning at the house 
No. 39 Rue Clichy, where the great damage 
was done. At the close of the meeting M. 
Loubet, the Prime Minister, had a conference 
with M. Ricard, Minister of Justice, and with 
several magistrates, and the chiefs of police. 
M. Loubet communicated to them the gov-

THREE NEGROES SOLD ON THE BLOCK. 


Convicted Under the Vagrancy Law and Un- 
able to Pay They Go Into Slavery. 
Faretré, Mo., March 29,—[{Special. ]—This 
city today witnessed a remarkable scene in 
the selling of three negroes on the block. 
They were put up after the fashion of slave 
time, bid for, and sold, For several months 


this pretty old school town has been bothered 


with a mild sort of vagrancy on the part of 
lazy white and black men. 

Afew days ago G. W. Patterson, Henry 
Lee, and Otto Williams, colored, were arrested 
charged with vagrancy. They pleaded guilty 
and a fine was tixed which neither could pay. 
Then the three men were advertised for sale 
to the highest bidder, The announcement of 
the sale created great excitement among the 
colered people and threats were freely made 
that if the sale took place there would be 
trouble. However, the sale went on. 

George W. Patterson was the first offered. 
The bidding was slow at first, but as the crowd 
saw that there was a chance to-get the work of 
a strong negro for three months it became 
very brisk. He was finally knocked off to 
John Hamm, a farmer, at 825. Henry Lee, a 
common-looking mulatto,was the next to take 
the block. He shifted lazily up the stone steps, 
and when the Sheriff asked for a bid he 
grinned at the crowd and observed: 

Heah's a bargain; gemmen, make the 
biddin’ tively. Who'll staht it, gemmen?“ 
Some one bid a dollar. Dat’s a joke,“ ob- 
served the darky. Ilse a bargain at er 
hundred.“ Then the bids came 50 cents at a 
time until the sum offered was $5 and Lee was 
knocked down to a stock-dealing tirm, and it 
is likely that. he will see some pretty heavy 
service. | 

The third ambled slowly to the block. He 
is a former church member, and ranks as the 
laziest darky in Howard County. He used to 
peel potatpes in the kitchen of the Central 
College here, but he lost the place on account 
of laziness... His name is Otto Williams. 
When the bidding began the first offer was a 
quarter. Slowly the bidding was raised and 
at last the- negro to James Harner, a 
cattle-feeder, at. $1. — ' 

When the white People went away the ne- 
groes met at a church near at hand and passed 
resolutions condemning the restoration of the 
auction block as an outrage on their race. 

The ect under which the sale took place has 
long been in operation in Missouri, but it has 
not often been enforced. 


SHE DIED IN HER BRIDAL ROBES. 


Mrs. Mollie Quay Survives Her Marriage 
: but a Few Hours. 

Pomowa, Cal., March 29.—[Special.]—The 
bringing of the body of Mrs. Mollie Quay 
from Arizona to Pasadena for embalming’: is 
accompanied by a sad story. Mrs. Quay 
‘came to Ontario as Miss Mollie Beach last 
November jn company with her parents, 
from Chicdgo. She was a serious invalid 
with a pulmonary disease, and came with the 
hope of getting benefit from the Southern 
California climate. Two weeks later the 
party was joined by George Quay of Washing. 
ton, D. C., a nephew of Senator Quay and the 
prospective husband of Miss Beach. The 
party traveled about Southern California, but 
found no help for theinvalid, who was ordered 
a month ago to go to Arizona.

NICARAGUA CANAL CONVENTION. 


Californians More Strongly in Favor of Gov. 
ernmental Aid t the Project. | 

San Francisco, Cal., March 29.—The Cali- 
fornia Nicaragua Canal convention was held 
here today and largely attended. It was 
called to encourage national action toward the 
completion of the canal. Nearly every county 
and many commercial bodies were represent- 
ed. The Hon. Morris M. Estee called the 
convention to order. John T. Doyle of 
San Mateo was elected President. President 
Warner Miller of the Canal Construction 
company, in a letter, reported that $700,00u 
had been spent in 1891, twelve miles of ship 
railway completéd beyond the first lock, the 
first mile of the eanal, 17 feet deep and 270 
fees wide, dredged, and the breakwater at 
Greytown nearly finishod. The convention 
adopted a memorial to Congress setting forth 
the necessity of the canal for the defense of 
the Pacitic coast and the commercial prosper- 
ity of the nation. The memorial sets forth 
that the canal should bé built and controlled 
by the United States. and will bring New Or- 
leans within twelve days of San Francisco, 
New York within sixteen days, and Liv- 
erpool twenty-one days, Resolutions were 
adopted in favor of a national Nicaragua 
Canal convention at St. Louis, Mo., June 2 
next, and suggesting indorsement by Presi- 
dent Harrison and both parties.

DISAPPEARING GUN CARRIAGE TESTED. 


It Operated Successfully in the Trials Off 
Sandy Hook. 

Sanpy Hook, N. J., March 29.—The new dis- 
appearing gun carriage was today put through 
proving tests, conducted before Gen. J. M. 
Scofield, the members of the United States

A Queer Story as to Why the Bucket-Shop

GLEANINGS IN LOCAL FIELDS, 


Desk Sergeant Carey Dying. 

Joseph W. Carey, who for fourteen years 
has been Desk Sergeant at the Twenty-second 
Street Police Station, was not expected at an 
early hour this morning to live until sunrise. 
He is lying at Mercy Hospital, where he was 
taken Monday night in consequence of a 
compound fracture of the ankle. Sergt- 
Carey lives at No. 59 #Twenty-eighth 
place, and while riding from his station 
to his home last Wednesday night on the 
top of a freight-train he was thrown down at 
Twenty-sixth street.

Out of a Total of 810 Votes Only 26 Are 
Cast Against Adopting a City Form of 
Government—The Election Passes Off 
Quietly, but There Is Promise of a 
Lively Struggle for City Offices at the 
Coming Balloting—Kidder’s Secret Meet- 
ing—Evanston News. * 


Evanston's career as a village has ended, 
for last night the village became a city. The 
change didn’t come with the weeping and 
gnashing of teeth that accompanied the an- 
nexation of South Evanston, for everything 
passed off quietly. There wasn’t a horn 
tooted or a firecracker shot off when the re- 
sult of the election was announced, for every- 
body expected what was coming. 

At the polls the judges took their ease, and 
the voters didn’t waste much time in the voting 
booths preparing their ballots. There were 
810 votes cast at the two voting places, one at 
the village office on Davis street, Evanston, 
and the other at the old -village hall, South 
Evanston. The first furnished 498 votes for a 
city government and 20 against and the latter 
286 for and 6 against, a total of 784 for and 26 
against. 

All this quiet, however, is the lull before the 
political storm that is soon to burst over the 
town. Already the candidates for municipal 
offices are actively preparing for a bitter fight. 
The nominations will ail be handed in by Sat- 
urday, April 2, and the election will take place 
Tuesday, April 19th. 


Kidder and Ward Boundaries. , 


Ten days ago when the Board of Trustees 
of the Village of Evanston announced the 
ward boundaries that were to be when Evans- 
ton became a city. a good many citizens of 
the town chuckled to themselves over the fact 
that Col. H. M. Kidder had been out- 
witted in bis aspirations for Aldermanic 
honors. for the division into wards had sepa- 
rated him from his constituents. Col. Kidder 
was in Ward 7 with the university instead of 
Ward 6, in which he had hoped to 
be. But the people hadn't counted on 
one thing. Col. Kidder was South 
on a trip when the boundary was made. He 
returned this week. Monday eyening a secret 
meeting of four of the six trustées, Crandon, 
McGill, Sargent, and Kidder, was held. They 
drew up an entirely new scheme of wards, and 
Mr. Kidder, it is said, was fixed to his liking, 
as far as arrangement of wards could fix him. 
And the President of the village, Dr. Mann, 
and Trustees Stacey and Belden were not sent 
invitations to the meeting. It might be 
stated that Stacey is one . Kidder’s most 
tormidable opponents for Alderman in the 
Sixth Ward. 

Village Board Meeting. 

The village board met last night. 
The day's election was canvassed 
and Evanston was announced as a city: ainid 
applause. The ordinance already drawn up 
providing for the new ward formations was 

resented and read. Belden, one of the two 
eft out in the new deal, proposed an amend- 
ment which was carried, only Mr. Stacey ob- 
jecting. He used his opportunity to speak his 
mind on the action. But it did no good. A 
majority stood for the change. 

An ordinance was passed providing for poll- 
ing-places and judges and clerks for the city 
election to be held April 19, 

The new arrangement of the wards is as fol- 
lows: 

All the north end of the city is included in the 
Sixth Ward. The south boundary of the ward 
from Lake Michigan westward follows Lincoln 
avenue to Chicago avenue, south on Chicago ave- 
nue to Noyes street, west on Noyes street to 
Ridge avenue, south on Ridge avenue to Emersou 
street, and west on Emerson street tothe city 
boundary. 

South of the east end of Ward 6 is Ward 7. 
This is the ward around the university. Its 
boundary on the east is the lake. On the north 
the boundary 1s the same as the south boundary 
of Ward 6, being from the lake west on 
Lincoln avenue south on Chicago ave- 
nue, west on Noyes avenue, south on Ridge 
avenue, to the Northwestern railroad tracks. 
The boundary follows the tracks to Church street, 
east on Church street to Orrington avenue, north 
on Orrington avenue to University place, and out 
unn ee to the lake. 

South of Ward 7 is Ward1. The north boundary 
of this ward starts at Lake Michigan, out Uni- 

to n avenue, south on Or- 
ri n avenue to Church street, west on Church 
street to the Northwestern railroad tracks, 
thence northwest along the tracks to Oak ave- 
nue, and south on Oak avenue to Grove street, 
southeast on Grove 3 to Lake street, and east 
on Lake street to the lake. 

South of Grove and Lake street, east of Oak 
avenue, and north of Greenleaf street, and ex- 
tending eastward to Lake Michigan, is Ward 2. 
The Third Ward is the same as before with the 
exception that its northern boundary is a square 
farther south. . 

Ward 4, the other ward that was made 
from the South Evanston territory, remains as it 
was, the only one absolutely unch . 

Ward 5 lies along the western undary of 
the village. The north line follows Emerson 
street eastward to the railroad tracks, thence 
southeast along the railroad tracks to Oak ave- 
nue, south on Oak avenue to Crain street, and 
west on Crain to the limits. 


SHE DESIRES TO BECOME A JEWESS, 


Miss Anna L. Gregory’s Plan to Please Her 
Affianced Husband, Meier Weil. 

Miss Anna L. Gregory of Jacksonville, III., 
born of Christian parents and for man) years 
n member of the Episcopal Church, has come 
to Chicago to receive instruction in the Jew- 
ish faith. She will give up the one religion 
and embrace that of the other after a thor- 
ough course of instruction under Rabbi Isaac 
S. Moses of Anhse Maariv Temple. 

This young woman is to become a member 


of the church, if objection is not raised, to, 


meet the wishes of her affianced husband, 
Meier Weil, a clothing merchant in Jackson- 
ville. He it was who made arrangements for 
her aamission to Anshe Maariv Temple and 
for doctrinal teaching by the rabbi. 

„We, as a church, make no effort to prose- 
lyte from the Christain faith,“ said Rabbi 
Moses last night, but Mr. Weil came to me 
with a request that I give his fiancée instruc- 
tion in our religion, explaining to me that she 
was anxious to become a member of the Jew- 
ish church before their marriage took place. 
I am always skeptical toa degree in such 
cases, and all I could say to him 
was that the ns, woman could 
come to Chicago, live with some 
respectable Jewish family, attend services at 
our synagogue and others, attend social gath- 
erings and listen to the sermons delivered in 
our temples. I promised to have conversa- 
tion with her from time to time and, if at the 
end of afew months she would accept our 
teachings, she could become a member of our 
congregation, depending, of course, upon the 
views of its individual members, There is no 
special ceremony to be gone through with, no 
vows totake, no faith to subscribe to, She 
may become a meinber if she is satisfied as to 
our protestations of faith. 

„At times I have Christians come to me 


‘and say ‘I have listened to the doctrines as 


you give them out and I am satisfied that the 
Jewish religion is the proper one. I want to 
become one of you. And I answer that he 
may consider himself a Jew. Personally I do 
not take very kindly to proselyting. Mar- 
riages between Jews and Christians are uncer- 
tain in their ending. I have married but one 
couple where the groom was a Jew and the 
bride a Christian, and that was when I was a 
very young rabbi. It is customary for a civil 
marriage in such cases. 

Miss Gregory will live with a Jewish family 
on Eighteenth street with a sister of the 
Rosenthal brothers, the wholesale merchants. 
She has been a member of the Trinity Epis- 
copal Church in Jacksonville for some years 
and is described as being bright, attractive, 
and well educated.

SENATOR parent ON THE SILVER QUES- 


The Bland bill being dead, according to all 
appearances, Senator Palmer comes forward 
and gives ita kick. He writes a long letter 
to the junior Democratic organ of this city 
dated March 27, and made public March 28, 
but the substance of which he says was writ- 
ten on the 12th. | 

In this letter he attacks the Bland bill on 
the ground that it 1s not what it is claimed to 
be, According to him— 

The Bland bill is supported in the House of 
Representatives as a free coinage measure—that 
is, as a measure intended to authorize and pro- 
mote. the actual conversion of silver buliion into 
actual standard silver coin—while, as a matter of 
fact, itis not expected that under the provisions 
of the act any coinage will take place, or that the 
quantity of actual silver coin in the country will 
be increased. It will not promote the conversion 
of silver bullion into dollars, which is the free 
coinage ’’ favored by a very large proportion of 
the people. 


Mr. Bland’s measure has been printed in 
every paper in the country, and its main feat- 
ures ought to be familiar to every one. It 
was known generally before Senator Palmer 
made his discovery that it provided for the 
issuance hy the government of legal tender 
notes in exchange for all the silver bullion of- 
fered, the latter to berated at a nominal 
value of $1.29 per ounce. Two years ago Mr 
Bland’s idea was that the government should 
take all the silver offered and coin it into 
standard dollars for the owner of the bullion, 
but he saw that the people did not like to be 
bothered with the cumbersome coins, and he 
saw also that the mints could not turn out 
dollars as fast as the printing presses could 
turn out his coin notes. Hence he modified 
his proposition. 

Senator Palmer says further: 


The actual effect of the bill will be that the 
United States will issue coin notes for all the sil- 
vor that may be offered at the mints, at its coin- 
age vaiue of $1.29 per ounce, and issue legal ten- 
der coin notes, nominally payable in gold or sil- 
ver, at the pleasure of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, but with an actual pledge, growing out of 
the necessities of the case, to keep the coin netes 
at par with gold, while the silver bullion pur- 
chased in exchange for the coin notes will be 
added to the 12,000 tons of silver coin and bullion 
which are now in the government vaults. 


And he adds, the result of this vast accumu- 
lation of bullion in the Treasury vaults would 
menace and paralyze the business of the coun- 
try, and an attempt on the part of the gov- 
ernment to throw any of this silver bullion 
on the market or to insist on redeeming its 
coin notes in silver would produce universal 
distress. 

While the Senator takes ground against the 
Bland bill and states correctly some of the re- 
sults which would flow from its passage, he does 
not say whether he is for or against what he 
calls the free coinage’ favored by a very 
large proportion of the people ’’—that is that 
every holder of silver bullion may take it toa 
mint and have it coined into standard silver 
dollars for his benefit. Ifsuch a law were 
passed, provision would be made also to in- 
crease the capacity of the mints which would 
be unable otherwise to coin the masses of bull- 
ion which would rush there from all parts of 
the world, A constant stream of dollars 
would flow out of the mints, and they would 
find their way to the Treasury vaults and be 
piled up there. For it is not true that the 
people want more silver dollars. They can- 
not be made to use those already coined. 
Therefore the probabilities are that those peo- 
ple who favor free coinage prefer the present 
Bland. plan, and that the Senator is mistaken 
when he says they hanker after cumbersome 
dollars rather than paper representatives, 

The Senator 1s opposed to a mine-owner be- 
ing permitted to take 100 ounces of silver to 
the mint for which he would be given legal- 
tender notés for $129 which the government 
would propose to keep at ‘par with gold, but 
be does not say that he is opposed to his tak- 
ing those 100 ounces to the mint and being 
given therefor 129 legal-tender silver dollars. 
The technical difference is that in one case the 
law would hold out to the mine-owner the 
prospect of the redemption of his coin notes 
in gold, while it would not promise that the 
Treasury would give him gold dollars for his 
silver ones, but only that the two should be 
kept on a parity. Neither promise would be 

fulfilied. 

It seems very much as if Senator Palmer 
were trying to get on some middle ground, 
where he could command the support of the 
free coinage people, and yet figure among the 
Eastern Democrats as a man who had de- 
nounced the Bland bill and consequently was 
against free silver. When he gets the time to 
write another letter he should explain what 
he thinks the effect will be of setting the 
mints at work on the free coinage of silver 
dollars, whether if they are run at their full 
capacity it will be possible to preserve the ex- 
isting parity of gold and silver, and whether 
the universal distress which he fears with jus- 
tice would attend the passage of the Bland 
bill would not also in course of time attend 
that free coinage which he says a large pro- 
portion of the people favor. He should cover 
the whole ground, and not merely a part of it. 


THE AUSTIN ANNEXATION QUESTION. 

If there had been any doubt as to the senti- 
ments of the honest and disinterested people 
of Cicero concerning the proposition for the 
annexation of Austin and the adjoining terri- 
tury it raust have been satisfactorily cleared 
up by the action of the Town Board Saturday 
in granting franchises, letting contracts, and 
appropriating public moneys. The franchise- 
mongers wanted to head off the people’s ver- 
dict. Cicero is one of the few municipalities 
of Anferica cursed by private water compa- 
nies. It has two of them, and both are equally 
greedy. One of these corporations has its 
tentacles on Austin. It supplies water and 
charges exorbitantly for it. An idea of the 
character of the exactions may be found in 
the fact that the charge to the municipality 
is $30 per annum for each fire-plug. The 
charges to private parties are proportionally 
high. The second company effected a con- 
tract with the Town Board Saturday for the 
territory south of Madison street and the $30 
per plug per annum rate was agieed upon. 
As a well informed citizen of Austin, who is a 
arge property-owner and taxpayer, says: 

The town will be soon at the mercy of the two 
water companies, the one at Oak Park and the 
Berwyn affair. It is only a question of time when 
the water plugs that can be put in under those 
contracts at a rental of $30 a year cach. to be paid 
by the town, will eat up the greater portion, if not 
all, of the fund that can be raised by taxation, 


leaving little or nothing for lighting, cleaning, re- 
pairiug, and policing our streets. 


As the town grows in population the exac- 
tions of the companies will increase. The only 
hope of escape for the people lies in annexa- 
tion tothe city. That will be followed in a 
| brief time by the extension of the city water 
mains into the territory, and there will be no 
$80 or other charge for fire-plugs against the 
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Vise dels: dead, and the chief mourners 
are quarreling over the remains. Bland al- 
leges it was the fault of Crisp and the reply is 
something like the old-fashioned retort of 
“ You are another.” Both of them, and their 
supporters, were to blame, but not for the 
killmg. Their fault layin keeping the monster 
ahve so long. It ought never to have been 
born. It was the progeny of intentional 
fraud for its father and the most ignorant 
misunderstanding for its mother. Then it 
was nursed by political chicanery, and died 
for lack of nourishment. Some people pro- 
fess to believe that the wasted frame is only 
asleep, and that an effort will be made next 
December to revive it, but the probabilities 


are it will be by that time so badly decomposed . 


that nobody will think it worth while to 
try the experiment. The people are becoming 
better informed on this important subject. 
They are thinking to some purpose about the 
evil effects that would follow the adoption of 
free silver coinage. Between this and Decem- 
ber the proposition for an international con- 
ference will have been discussed on its merits, 
now that the other issue is cleared out of the 
way, and probably an undoubted majority of 
the people will have agreed that whatever of 
value is to be done for silver must be accom- 
plished in that way. In the meantime the 
best step that could be taken by our govern- 
ment towards solving the problem would be a 
resolution to pay out a dollar’s worth of silver 
in exchange for every dollar named on the sil- 
ver certificate presented for redemption. That 
would rehabilitate silver to the extent of putting 
it on its merits. Handled on that basis the metal 
would not be discriminated against in the 
counmercial world, It could be taken for 
export the same as gold, the only difference 
against it being the greater freight to be paid 
because of larger bulk in proportion to value, 


and the better market thus created might 


cause a diversion in its favor, resulting in an 
appreciation ef the price instead of a further 
decline. We ought now to be able to resolve 
to deal honestly in the case of silver and 
cease to furnish to the would-be repudiators 
an argument in favor of their crazy theory. 
The government has no moral right to that 
difference between the actual and the coin 
values of the silver held by it, and the exam- 
ple of appropriating it is a bad one. 


THE JUVENILE’S POLICE COURT. 

The Council passed an ordinance creating a 
‘** Juveniles’ Police Court to hold its ses- 
sions within five blocks of the corner of Madi- 
son street and Michigan avenue, and provid- 
ing that there should be established and main- 
tained in connection with it a proper place of 
detention for the arrested boys and girls till 
their cases were disposed of. No provision 
was made, however, as to what should be 
done with those who were found guilty. Un- 
less otherwise ordered they would have to be 
sent to the bridewell. 

This ordinance has been returned by the 
Mayor with the suggestion that the subject be 
referred to the Judiciary committee, so that 
there may be athorough investigation as to 
the best thing to be done with the juvenile 
offenders now in the bridewell and those who 
may come hereafter before the Chicago po- 
lice courts. The Mayor intimates that it 
might be well to look into the merits of the 
different reformatory institutions in or ad- 
joining the city and see what are the best 
terms on whizh they will undertake the ref- 
ormation of youthful sinners, 

This is the wisest course to pursue. If the 
Mayor had signed the ordinance and a Ju- 
veniles’ Police Court and proper place of 
detention had been established near the cor- 
ner of Michigan avenue and Madison street 
the city might have found itself tangled up in 
a visionary scheme fora reformatory institu- 
tion in that most unsuitable and expensive lo- 
cality. Chicago might have had an elephant 
on its hands. Itis better to back out, make 
a fresh start, and pass an ordinance which will 
not only provide for the proper trial of juve- 
niles but which will determifie what shall be 
done with them if found ilty. It is most 
undesirable that the effet to reform them 
should be carried on in the heart of the city. 

While shelving this ordinance, for good rea- 
sons, it would not be amiss for the Mayor to 
see that the boys and girls who are arraigned 
at the regular police courts get a little fairer 
treatment than has been accorded them in the 
past. A word from him to the Police Jus- 
tices will be sufficient. If he notifies them 
that they must not pass judgment on the 
youngsters unless their parents or guardians 
are told to be present and heip defend them 
they will obey. 

The most important thing to be done 1s to 
provide a more suitable abode for the young 
delinquents than the bridewell. The ordi- 
nance did not touch on that point at all. 
After that matter has been settled it will be 
time enough to talk of special police courts 
and a house of detention. 


THE END OF ALL THINGS. 

The seven days announced by Lieut. Totten 
as marking the beginning of the end have ex- 
pired. The time was up yesterday, March 29. 
It is fair to presume that no sensible man 
thinks he has noticed any particular change, 
either in the earth, air, water, or sky. True, 
the Messiah craze is reported to have broken 
out again among the Pawnee Indians, and tho 
fellow who rejoices’ in the title of Michael, 
Prince of the House of God.” has been ar- 
rested at Detroit. It may be the beginning of 
the end for this Michael, and might equally 
be so with Schweinfurth and Teed, to the ad. 
vantage of the community. But for others 
the world is rotating on its axis just the same 
as before, the sun is not losing his brightness, 
nor the moon her light. Ihe heavens are not 
falling, and there are no signs of The Sec- 
ond Coming.” 

Yet it is not likely that Totten and those 
who have accepted his vagaries as equally 
good with “‘ gospel truth will admit the pos- 
sibility of any mistake, except in regard to 
time, and that perhaps only a few days. Ac- 
cording to him and them the month now 
closing, or the one begitining next Friday, lies 
at the gateway of the seven years which are 
the last to be passed by mortals on this earth. 
According to the story this seven years was to 
be a sort of preparation for the millennium. 
The dividing process between saints and sin- 
ners was to have been in process by this time 
and conipleted in 1899, which is marked out as 
“The Year of Jehovah.“ The reasons as- 
signed for thus distinguishing it are two. The 
principal one is that the number of that year 


in the Hebrew count, which begins 3,761 years 


before the Christian era, is 5660, and the numer- 
ical values of the letters in the Hebrew name 
Y-eh-V-eh can be manipulated so as to pro- 
duce this same number 5660, The other reason 
is that the November star shower maximum 
which comes round in 1899 is claimed to be a 
certain numerical return of the shower that is 
reported to have fallen at Beth-Horon. Un the 
strength of such analogies the people are 
asked to believe their end is near and to get 
ready for the final accounting figured out“ as 
sure to occur in the closing decade of this 
century, 

The Second Adventists are full of confi- 
dence that at last the events . will prove their 
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that the end draweth nigh.” - Apparently 
‘they do not know that these are well under- 
‘stood natural phenomena which have occurred 
80 often as to take them out of the domain of 
the miraculous. . They refer to the standing 
armies in Europe and the February conjunc- 
tion of Jupiter and Venus as additional proofs, 
without to consider that such con- 


junctions have occurred at short intervals for 
millions of years past, and that for a long 


while the principal nations have been at peace, 


whereas fighting used to be the rule, not the 


exception. The whole inatter may be summed 


up in the remark that when a man really 


wants reasons for @ certain theory or belief he 
is seldom long at a loss for them, The most 
mysterious thing about it is that these proph- 
ets of evil should wish for what they pretend 
to foresee. Why should they desire the world 


to come to an end, and thatsosoon? And 


why should they persist in reading to that 
conclusion scfipture passages and natural 
phenomena which a little search would in- 
form them have similarly been read, or rather 
misread, hundreds of times in the past? And 
why should men who profess to be truth- 
tellers deliberately lie for their theory by stat- 
ing that there have been more earthquakes 
since the beginning of this century than since 
the creation of the world previously”? What 
good can come of such notorious misrepre- 
sentation? 


Tann will be found in another column an 
article from Harper's Weekly, a mugwump 
organ, relative to the blackmail levied by 
Tammany on judicial candidates in New 
York City. The policy of that organization is 
to give high salaries to all elective officers, 
generaily twice what should be paid, thus rob- 
bing the taxpayers and then bleeding openly 
and mercilessly the persons whom it allows to 
be nominated for these fat offices. Thus 
Re ger A. Pryor, who was chosen a Judge of 
the Court ef Common Pleas, had to pay $10,- 
000 to Tammany, Nominally it was for elec 
tion expenses, to hire men to look after his 
interests at the different polls. Actually the 
money was very differently used. 

Judge Pryor’s term of office is fourteen 
years and his salary $15,000 a year. He was 
compelled to pay down $10,000 in order to get 
the office. That is pretty steep. In some 
cases, however, where Tammany has been 
forced to consent to the nomination of men 
whom it did not like it has charged and col- 
lected even higher percentages, threatening to 
defeat the candidate if he did not pay up. 
These assessments are one of the means by 
which this villainous organization, which has 
secured vontrol of the State of New York and 
is hoping to get hold of the National Govern- 
ment, is held together. Cut off its lawless 
profits and it would wither and die. 

Yet odidus as this robber organization is, 
there are many Chicago De nocrats who have 
been laboring for years to build up something 
like it in this city. They would like to have 
it in their power to sell offices, after having 
first raised salaries so as to make them worth 
buying, and to collect tribute from everybody 
and everything. Thus far they have failed, 
owing to a variety of causes, but they have 
never lost sight of their aim, and are working 
all the time at he creation of a machine as 
powerful as the Tammany one. They are back 
of all these schemes to do away with constitu- 
tional checks on indebtedness and legal re- 
strictions on taxes. With those restraints re- 
moved, the amoutit of plunder accessible 
would be vastly increased, and the machine 
would have more for its own members and 
more for its adherents, 


Lorp Sallsuxx again has been heard from 
in answer to Acting Secretary Wharton’s note 
of March 22. His dispatch puts a new phase 
on the Bering Sea cumplication, and one that 
is more conciliatory and promising of settle- 
ment. It will be observed that Lord Salis- 
bury makes some distinct concessions. He 
has nothing to say about delays in arbitration. 
The President's reference to Portugal blocked 
that objection: At the outset of the corre- 
spondence he flatly declined any renewal of 
the modus vivendi for the present season. 
Now he is prepared to renew it after the rati- 
fication of the treaty. Originally he declined 
to submit the question of indemnity to the 
arbitrators. He is now ready to submit it, 
conditional upon the ratification of the treaty, 


and makes the following propositions: 

That in case the arbitrators shall decide in 
favor of the British Government that government 
may ask them further to decide whether the 
United States Government has, since 1885, taken 
any action in Bering Sea directly inflicting wrong- 
tul loss on British subjects, and, if so, to assess 
the damages incurred thereby. 

That in case the arbitrators shall decide in 
favor of the Government of the United States 
that government may ask them to decide further 
whether the British Government has, since 1883, 
taken any action in Bering Sea directly inflicting 
wrongful loss on the United States or their 
lessees, and, if so, to assess the damages incurred 
thereby. 

Asan alternative course he also is willing 


after the treaty is ratitied to prohibit sealing 
if poachers be excepted from the prohibition 
who produces a certificate that they have given 
security tor such damages as may be assessed 


Great Britain. The alternative is out of the 
question, The Government of the United 
States cannot negotiate bonds with individual 
poachers, and even if it could it would be 
both an undignified and impractical proced- 
ure. It would be a ridiculous spectacle, that 
of United States war vessels scurrying over 
Bering Sea in quest of poachers to secure 
bonds from them in indemnity, for destroying 
our Own property.

If the merchandise 
to be sent from St. Paul is car 
ried northward to the latitpde of Du- 
luth, then westward to Wamestownu, and 
afterwards to Rapid City along the lines de- 
scribed, it will have’ traveled a circuitous 
route. . There are, however, intimations to the 
effect that the Milwaukee and St. Paul line 
will be patronized by at least some merchants 
from St. Paul to Aberdeen, forming a cut-off 
which will be valuable if the saving in freight 
rates be proportionel to that in distance. It 
is said that there are now about 40,000 people 
in the Black Hills, and the region is bristling 
with important mining industries, not the 
least important of which is claimed to be that 


mines. A plant with a capacity of 250 tons 
per day has been established at Hill City and 
connected by rail with many of the leading 
mines, the ore from which is expected to be 
taken there for reduction, Settlers are pour- 
ing in in great numbers to the ceded lands in 
this region. 


Tere is an ordinance pending before the 
Council to authorize the South Side Alley 
„L“ company to extend its line from the 
alley between Calumet and Prairie avenues 
over Sixty-third street into the World’s Fair 
grounds at Stony Island avenue. It was in- 
troduced last summer. It has been maturely 
considered in committee, amended, reported 
favorably, and published. It may come up for 
action in the Council at the adjourned 
session this afternoon. Its immediate pas- 
sage is urged by the World’s Fair Commis- 
sioners and Directors, as well as the property- 
owners along the line of route. Theconstruc- 
tion of the line authorized by it, in connection 
with the other sections of the South Side Alley 
„L“ road for which franchises have been ob- 
tained, will furnish Chicagoans and the vis- 
itors to our city next year with rapid, cheap, 
and easy access to the World’s Fair grounds. 
Nointerest will be affected unfavorably by such 
a line of transit, Its completion will be, in 
fact, a great boon to the city, and no ob- 
stacles should be allowed to stand in its way. 
Its construction before the opening of the 
World’s Fair will contribute to the success of 
that great project. The necessary petitions 
accompany the ordinance now before the 
Council. They have been duly verified, 
Under the circumstancés there ought to be no 
hesitation in passing the measure. The Coun- 
cil after today’s meeting will not meet again 
until after the election. Some of the Alder- 
men may not be in a mood then to deal prop- 
erly with the subject. The ordinance ought 
to be passed today.

Loxpox, March 29,—Edwin Cleary, the 


American opesatie manager, has brought 
back from South America his English com- 
pany of sixty-five members after an absence 
of eleven months, completing the longest 
operatic tour ever undertaken. 

They left Liverpool May 13. After giving a 
complimentary performance of Pinafore 
to the British Channel Squadron and a single 
performance at the Canary Islands they went 
direct by chartered steamer to Pernambuco, 
where they played a fortnight; thence to Rio, 
where they were quarantined seven weeks on 
account of the yellow-fever, Seventeen mem- 
bers of the Italian Theatrical company at 
the same time died in one day, Cleary lost 
$800 in one day during the epidemic. 

The next engagement was at San Paulo, 
where small-pox broke out in the company. 
Five people wore left behind in the hospital, 
all of whom recovered and rejoined Cleary at 
Buenoy Ayres, ‘ 

Here the crisis was at its height. The box- 
office was full ot money and the theater full of 
people, but the money no good, and Cleary 
lost $1,000 a day for four weeks. 

Contrary. to all advice the courageous Amer- 
ican eu took the company through the Ma- 
gelian Straits to Chile, arriving at Valparaiso 
the night after the battle in which the Con- 
gressionalists won at Valparaiso. In Santia- 
go, Iquique, and in Callao and Lima, Peru, 
successful engagements were played. Then 
the company returned to Valparaiso and 
Santiago during the warm weather and lost 
money at a terrific rate. They then embarked 
for England on the steamship John Elder. 
Eighty miles south of Valparaiso at 6 o’clock 
in the morning during a heavy storm and 
thick fog tne steamship ran on the rocks. It 
was feared the vessel would break in two. The 
passengers got into boate with the greatest 
difficulty. There was so much confusion that 
the Captain was helpless. Cleary took charge 
of everything. While they were only half a 
mile from shore a storm broke, the violence 
of which was so great that it took the boats 
eight hours to get ashore. The company 
saved nothing but what they had on their 
backs and the natives helped them to get to 
Constitucion, thirty miles away, by means of 
teams, and the company finally reached Val- 

araiso, where they gave a few performances. 
Here Cleary fell ill and his life was despaired 
of by the company, which finally embarked 
for Buenos Ayres without its manager, who, 
after recovery, crossed the Andes on a mule. 
The company, with David Longworth, a for- 
mer member of Daly’s company, as man- 
ager, played at Buenos Ayres a most disas- 

rous engagement owing to the heat. They 

sailed for Southampton. The members 

of the company give high praise for their 

treatment to Cleary, who intends to sail for 

New York in two weeks to organize a big 
minstrel company to tour South America.

DEE MING’S FIENDISH COOLNESS. 


Each Stroke Exactly Severed a Vital Organ 
—Cementing the Floor, 

Liverroot, March 29.—Dr. Hutchinson, 
one of the medical men who conducted the 
post-mortem examination of the bodies of 
Mrs. Deeming and her four children which 
were found buried under the floor at Dinham 
Villa, Rainhill, has told to your representative 
the method followed by the murderer. He 
said that the crime discloses a calculating 
wickedness, and cool. heartless savagery that 
are almost beyond belief, The work of murder 
was of an expert. Each stroke severed a 
vital organ, and no more might have 
been accomplished by a surgeon or 
buteher who knew his business well. 
The children, whose well nourished 
condition and well ordered clothin 
showed and careful treatment o 
their mother, had partaken of their evening 
meal. The mother, too, had eaten her sup- 
per. The mother was first called from the 
room in which she was with the children into 
the room where the murdgrer awaited her. As 
she stooped to untie her shoe she was attacked 
from behind and died almost without a strug- 
gle. Then the children were called, one by 
one, to meet their death. Bertha, the eldest, 
had her thumbs tied behind her back with a 
linen bandage two inches wide. A similar 
bandage was wound twice around her head so 
as to cover her mouth and keep her from cry- 
ing. A pillow case was then placed over her 
head, and the murderer strangled her. The 
hands of the second girl were also tied behind 
her back, but in the case of the other children 
this precaution was not thought necessary. 

Benjamin Young, who was engaged by 
Deeming to level the cement in the kitchen 
floor covering the five bodies, says: ‘‘ Deem- 
ing engaged. me to do some work for him 
August last. I am a plasterer’s laborer. I 
fixed the cement for him and he laid it. He 
said it was exercise for him and he wanted a 
bit of work. He was doing it, he told me, for 
an old gentleman who had taken the place, 
and he was commissioned to put the floors 
and everything in order because the old gen- 
tleman had some valuable carpets and the 
cracks between the flags cut them. When I 
went into the house the passages and kitchen 
were flagged over. When he engaged ine he 
asked: ‘Do you understand mixing cement?’ 
I said ‘Yes.’ He said, I will pay you well.’ 
By his direction I mixed it very good, but 
when we had laid over about half the kitchen 
floor he told me I must use more sand, as we 
were getting through too much cement and 
the old gentleman might grumble at the cost. 
I used more sand and miixed the cement 
poorer. We finished both floors and then he 
asked me to ‘skim and level’ it for him 
nicely.”

Huge volumes of testimony were piled up 
before Judge Gresham yesterday in the suit 
of the United States against the Home Na- 
tional Bank for $50,000 damages. This case 
has been in the United States courts for over 
fifteen years, having been tried twice before. 
The actual amount which the government 
claims is due from the bank is about $20,000, 
which, itis claimed, the government lost by 
reason of the alle carelessneks of the bank 
during the administration of Gen. John Mo- 
Arthur as Postmaster of Chicago in 1874. 

McArthur kept his own private account at 
the bank and also the Postoffice funds. It is 
alleged that the bank allowed the two funds 
to be so mixed that McArthur had the Post- 
office funds transferred to his own private 
account, and when McArthur’s shortages were 
discovered the Pustoffice account at the bank 
had shrunk to insignificant proportions.

D. J. Moffitt of Decatur, a Highway Com- 
missioner for fifteen years, made a thoroughly 
practical talk on Gravel Roads.” He said 
that 1 roads in Macon County have 
proved such à success that the people all over 
the country are clamoring for them. Several 
miles of these roads had been constructed 
there at $1,000 a mile, and it wasdemonstrated 
that gravel was as serviceable as brick for 
country roads and less expensive.

THE CLAIMS OF THE TRAINMEN, 


Clarke and Wilkinson Will Endeavor to 
Settle the Matter.

The differences between the conductors and 
trainmen on the Milwaukee, Lake Shore and 
Western railroad and the company have not 
as yet been adjusted, and having become dis- 
heurtened the men have deferred further ac- 
tion until the arrival f Grand Chief Con- 
ductor Clarke of the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors and Grand Master Wilkinson of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen. The 
trouble which is left for these gentlemen to 
adjust has existed for a long time, and is 
principally the result of overwork and unsatis- 
factory wages. The conductors want ten hours 
to constitute a day’s work, or 100 miles or less 
a day's run. They are at present receiving 
$2.90 per day, which they ask be advanced to

covered over that amount to receive addi- 
tional remuneration, three cents a mile. The 
trainmen demands are the same, with the re- 
quest that they receive pay for detention, that 
is, for the time which they are obliged to lose 
by being sidetracked. Atthe last meeting of 
the conductors and trainmen with Manager 
Bidwell a committee of engineers and firemen

The legislative session will close at 12 o’clock 
noon tomorrow, that is, the rds will show 
that it did, but in all probability some one 
will open the switch on the electric clock 
shortly after 11 o’clock, and the session will 
be prolonged until the middle of the after- 
noon if necessary. This session has been the 
third in the history of Iowa that has enjoyed 
thé luxury of a deadlock, The other two 
deadlocks were broken by compromise, but 
this one by a Republican Senator voting with 
the opposition.

The First Hill in the Senate. 

Senator Schmidt mtroduced Senate File No.

Everybody knows that this bill was a 
Republican county option measure, and yet it 
seems to have only had the indorsement of 
two Republican Senators, Messrs. Gatch and 
Brower, although it was said on good authori- 
ty that “ party pledge Vas all that stood in 
the way of its indorsement by sevcral other 
Republican Senators. For a number of days 
this bill caused boundless grief for the Demo- 
crats. They didn’t like it, and some of them 
even swore they would not vote for it. But 
they did. They called it prohibition in dis- 
guise, an unnamed and unnamable fraud, 
a scheme to get the Republicans out of the 
hole.“ But the bill got all their votes and two 
votes from the Republicans, and so it passed 
the Senate. 

Discussion Over the Ballot Bill. 


The Australian Ballot bill was another 
measure that ca considerable discussion 
in both Houses. As both parties had in- 
dorsed the project, political lines could not 
be drawn except in regard to the plan to be 
adopted.

Of late there has been a strong disposition 
in both Houses to devise some measure for the 
revision of the revenue laws of this State. As 
usual there were any number of schemes for 
the taxation of mortgages, the assessment of 
notes, and the better establishment of the 
status of moneys and. credits. But none of 
these ran the gantlet of both Houses. A bill 
was passed, however, which was introduced 
by Senator Harsh, which 1 a commis- 
sion to report to the next General Assembiy 


what revision is needed. Senator Gatch’s bill’ 


to enforce cash valuation assessments has 
passed the Senate and will doubtless get 
through the House before the Speaker’s gavel 
falls tomorrow. 

How the Railroads Fared. 

The railroads and other corporate interests 
have not suffered badly at the hands of either 
House. To be sure bills were introduced pro- 
viding for a two-cent passenger fare, for 
union depots, for safety brakes on freight- 
cars, and a number of other measures for the 
control of the railroad. Attempts were also 
made to regulate the rates on Pullman cars 
and to providea legal charge for telegraph 
and telephone inessages. A member also 
wanted to put the matter of express com- 
panies’ charges under the control of ‘the Rail- 
way Commissioners. These bills, however, 
after slumbering for longer or shorter periods 
on the tables of the railway committees, gut 
back into the House with unfavorable recom- 
mendations from the committees. 


ould Not Make New Districts, 


With a Republican House and a Senate, in 
which the Republicans have not got a consti- 
tutional majority, no purely political meas- 
ures favoring either party could be worked 
througb. Consequently it is extremely prob- 
able that the present Congressional districts, 
including the celebrated ‘“* monkey-wrench ”’ 
district, will be continued until one party or 
the other gets a sufficient majority in both 
Houses to enable them to shift these bounda- 
ries, Any number of maps have been drawn 
and finally one was adopted by the Republic. 
ans and introduced in the House. It was a 
fearfully ungainly affair and made districts 
compared with which the ** monkey-wrench ”’ 
would be an artist's dream of symmetry. It 
was not expected that this bill would pass, 
but it was hopéd that it would be so unsatis- 
factory to the Democrats of the Senate that 
they would not allow it to pass and thus pre- 
vent apy redistricting of the State by the pres- 
ent General Assembly. 

The bill got a favorable report from the 
House Committee on Congressional Districts 
this morning, but it will never get any further 
than the House.

NEW PIPE LINE WITH ENGLISH CAPITAL. 


The Prince of Wales and Others to Pump 
O11 Across Pennsylvania. 
Prrrsnund, Pa., March 29,—Another pipe 
line from the Western Pennsylvania oil fields 
to the seaboard is contemplated. The new 
line is to be built with English capital. One 
member of the royal family of England who 
will figure conspicuously in the common- 
place business of piping oil is his 
Royal Highness Albert Edward, Prince of 
Wales, and the future King of England. The 
capital stock of the company is to be £2,000.- 
000. A charter has already been taken out ia 
the State of New Jersey and the line is to be 
called the English Pipe Line company. The 
proposed line paraileils the new Crescent line 
throughout from West Pennsylvania to its 
terminus near the City of Philadelphia. The 
agents are taking advantage of the route sur- 
veyed by the Creseent people and are 
securing the right of way as close to that line 
as it is possible to locate it. They are paym 
in hand $1 @ rod for a six months’ option an 
agreeing to pay $10 a rod upon the completion 
of the pipe line, It is estimated that the line 
will cost not less than $2,000,000. It will be a 
six-inch line, and uipped with the best du- 
plex pumps or forcing oil through 
pipes. There are six 
i stations between the west- 
eastern terminals and a 
telegraph line from end to end. As soon as 
the trunk line is completed it is the intention 
to extend branch lines into West Virginia and 
Eastern Ohio, The line is to be ready to pipe 
oil before twelve months have ro around. 
The oil is to be upon tank steamers and 
carried to England, where the crude article is 
to be refined. The refineries are to be built

TERRACES AND MEDUSALINE WALKS. 


Bids for One of the Featuresof the World's 
Fair Opened at Weradquarters. 

Bids were opened yesterday for producing 
what World’s Pair people think will be prob- 
ably the most striking and beautiful feature of 
the Exposition. This will be the broad terraces, 
medusaline walks, and miles of flowers and 
shrubbery which are to rise on both sides of 
the system of canals in Jackson Park. The 
canals run froin one end of the park to the 
other. The main basin extending from tho 
lake to the Administration Building is 300 
feet wide. The others are 150 feet 
wide. About these will ply ‘launches. 
Rising six feet from either side from the wa- 
ter’s cage will be a retaining wall. At the sum- 
mit of this wall is to be thefirst terrace. It will 
be sixty feet wide. Occupying a space twenty 
feet wide in the middle will be beautiful fiow- 
ering plants and shrubs. On either side of 
this stretch of green are to be medusaline 
walks, each twenty feet wide. Medusaline is 
a newly invented building material which is 


harder than stone, can be molded into any 


shape, and is susceptible of polish as smooth 
and brilliant as granite. 

Rising another six feet will be a second 
wall. is is to be covered with staff, giving 
it the appearance of solid masonry. From its 
top, extending outward, will be another walk, 


also of medusaline, sixty feet wide. Along. 


the inner edge a highly ornamental balustrade 
two feet high, with staff covered posts, will 
extend the entire length of the terrace. There 
are to be sixteen boat landings along the 
canals, and broad stairways from twenty-four 
to sixty feet wide will lead frou. the water’s 
edge to the second terrace. The steps will be 
of medusdline. At intervals of twenty or 
thirty feet along the balustrade will be arc 
and incandescent electric lamps.

FUN FOR THE SENATE. 


MR. STEWART WILL CALL UP THE 
: SILVER BILL MONDAY. 


Republicans Want Gorman, rice, and 
Hill to Go on Record—Signatures Lack- 
ing on the House Pe ton for a Closure 
Rule—People’s Party Members Jubilant 
—Dolliver of Iowa Shakes the Dry 
Bones of the Tariff Debate—Springer 
Will Not Speak on Free Wool. 

Wasntxorox, D. C., March 29,—[Special.]— 

The free-coinage folks have transferred their 

fight to the Senate. Senator Stewart today 

gave notice that next Monday he would call up 
his free-coinage bill, which is on the calendar 


with an adverse report. Stewart is acting en- 


tirely on his own responsibility. Some of the 
anti-silver Democrats who are being roughly 
used would be glad to see the Senate pass the 
bill. They think it would take the curse off 
their party if eight or ten Republicans would 
join with the Democratic Senators and pass 4 
free-coinage measure, because the Senate is 
Republican. But if a silver bill were to come 
over to the House Bland and his followers 
would rally at once and the whole agitation 
would be reopened. It is cruel of Senator 
Stewart to force Gorman, Brice, Hill, and 
other dodgers to toe the mark. These Sen- 
ators have been working with might and main 
to keep the House from passing the Bland bill 
in order that they might not have to go on 
record. The Democrats will have a consulta- 
tion between now and Monday as to their 
course. The probability is that a number of 
then will act against any policy which will 
bring the Senate hill up. 

The Republican Senators are indifferent. 
When it looked as though the Bland bill was 
going to pass the House, a careful canvass was 
made which showed that there was some possi- 
bility of stopping it, short of a Presidential 
veto. The free coinage majority in the Sen- 
ate on this canvass was narrowed down to 
two, and it was even thought that the casting 
vote of Vice-President Morton might be re- 
quired to decide, and this would have been 
against the bill. Several Republican Senators 
who voted for it in the last session are now 
squarely against it. The House having failed 
to act, the prospect of the Senate passing the 
Stewart bill is not brilliant. But the Repub- 
lican leaders will not oppose bringing the is- 
They are willing that the 
dodgers among the Democratic Senators 
should be fo to take a stand somewhere. 

Poor Success with the House Petition. 

The free coinage advocates have not yet 
given up thre fight in the House. Mr. Blana 
announces that he will make no further at- 
tempt to secure a decree of closure from the 
Committee on Rules, but Mr. Pierce of 
Tennessee and other leaders in the free coin- 
age movement have again taken courage and 
wall make one supreme attempt to force the 
Committee on Rules to report a rule fixing a 
day and hour for afinal vote on the passage of 
the bill. Up to the hour of adjournment this 
evening between ninety and one hundred 
names had been secured to the petitions ask- 
ing the Committee on Rules to bring in a re- 
port for further consideration and a final vote 
on the bill. The total number of signatures 
required 1s 118, or a majority of the Demo- 
cratic meinbers of the House, and many be- 
lieve that it will be found impossible to se- 
cure more than 100 names to the petition. 

Perhaps the most jubilant members in the 
House just now aré the nine People’s party 
Cougressmen, who rejoice in the-discomfiture 
of the Democratic majority and proclaim that 
the failure of the Democratic House to pass 
the Free Coinage bill means that the People’s 
party will carry six or eight States in the com- 
ing Campaign. Representative Watson, the 
leadér of the People’s party, tonight said: 
* This action in the House on the Silver bill is 
the death knell of the old Democratic organi- 


gation... No. power on earth can now. keep 


Georgia from going into the Electoral College 
with the People’s party convention. I confi- 
dently believe that the same is true of several 
other Southern States. 


HONORS TO DOLLIVER OF IOWA. 


He Shakes the Dry Bones of the Tariff De- 
bate and Holds Close Attention. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 29.—[Special. | 
—The dry bones of the tariff debate were 
given a lively shaking up by Mr. Dolliver, the 
young Iowa member, this afternoon. Dol- 
liver held the attention of the House for more 
than an hour and a half. This is a rare com- 
pliment. He put the House in good humor 
by his description of Senator David B. Hill 
accepting the trust of the Presidency at the 
hands of the Albany mob convention and seek- 
ing the kindly light of Cardinal Newman 
to guide his footsteps in the devious political 
paths which the New York Senator pursues. 
Mr. Dolliver, however, went pretty deeply 
into the solid subject matter of the tariff. He 
paid his respects to Mr. Bryan of Nebraska, 
whose speech is to de circulated 
by the Democrats. Mr. Bynum of In- 
diana, Herbert of Alabama, and other 
Democrats tried their hand at interrupting 
but Dolliver's quick retorts silenced them all 
and the applause was frequent. A goodly por- 
tion of his speech was given up to discussing 
the results of reciprocity and exposing the in- 
consistencies of the Democratic position. He 
showed how through the efforts of Secretary 
Blaine the Cuban and other markets had been 
opened for the farmers of the West, how the 
American Ministers in Germany, France, and 
other European countries had been able, 
through the reciprocity lever, to secure con- 
cessions on American pork and breadstuffs, 
and how the policy was promis. ag still further 
results without any sacrifice of the protective 
principle. Mr. Dolliver scored the Democrats 
for their efforts to prevent the full develop- 
ment of the project because it interfered with 
their pet free-trade theory of bartering some- 
thing for nothmg. The whole speech was an 
effective one, and, at its close, Mr. Dolliver 
was congratulated by many of his political 
opponents, as well as by ex-Speaker Reed, 

r. Burrows, and others of the Republican 
leaders. 

Other speakers on the Wool bill, considered 
in Committee of the Whole, were Messrs. 
Harter of Ohio and McCreary of Kentucky 
in its favor. 

Before the House went into Committee of 
the Whole the Speaker laid before the House 
a communication from Roger Q. Mills stating 
that he had sent to the Governor of Texas 
his resignation as Representative from the 
Ninth District of Texas, to take effect today.

GENERAL GOSSIP AT THE CAPITAL, 


Democrats on the Forei¢n Affairs Commit- 
tee Take Liberties with Geography, 

Wasutnaton, D. C., March 29.—[Special. ]— 
Chairman Blount’s Foreign Affairs committee 
has taken some queer liberties with geog- 
raphy. Objector Holman issued an order that 
the Diplomatic and Consular appropriations 
bill should show a horizontal reduction of 20 
per cent. In trying to carry. out his orders 
the Democratic economists have dislocated 
the equator, overturned established govern- 
ments, and blotted others off the map. Mu- 
nich they absolved from its allegiance to Ger- 
many and made it a partof Great Britain. 
Constantinople has been lifted bodily from 
the shores of the Bosphorus and set down in 
Jerusalem. The committee has crippled the 
pan-American plans and also the International 
railroad. Jt did not have the manliness to 
openly oppose reciprocity, but. sought to stab 
it by inserting provisions in the bill which 
would prevent its effective workings, 

Hot Words Before the Committee. 

In the Ellis Island investigation today Sena- 
tor Chandler charged Assistant Secretary Net- 
tleton of the Treasury Department, with mak- 
ing a false statement. Hot words ensued, but 
quiet was soon restored, A letter was pe 
sented against W. D. Owen, Superintendent 
of Immigration, stating that he was incompe- 
tent, thoroughly untrustworthy, guilty of eir- 
culating malicious slanders against his su- 
4 and slip-shod in the handling of pub- 

ic moneys. There was also a specific ullega- 
tion that Supt. Owen had attempted to insure 
improper payment of a voucher. Supt. Owen 
explained that there was an irregularity in 
connection with the voucher referred to, but 
that he was not responsible for it. 

Senate Does Little in Open Session. 

In the Senate Mr. Stewart gave notice that 
he would Monday next move to take up the 
Senate bill to provide for the free coinage of 
gold and silver. The resolution offered by 
Mr. Wolcott requesting the Presideut to re- 
frain from allotting in severalty the lands of 
the present reservation @f the Southern Ute 
Indians pending legislation. in the present 
Congress respecting the removal of those In- 
dians to another reservation was taken up, and 
Mr. Walcott addressed thé Senate in advocacy 
of it. At the conclusidn ef Mr. Walcott’s ad- 
dress the resolution was to, and then 
the Senate proceeded to executive business, 
and, when the doors were reopened, ad- 
journed. 

No June Adjournment Possible. 

The pleasant fiction about Congress adjourn- 
ing in June is again put into circulation by the 
Democratic leaders, Nevertheless, it will be 
August before Congress gets away from Wash- 
ington. If it were possible, the leaders of the 
House would like an early adjournment in 
order to stop the River Harbor bill, but 
it will pass. Farmer Hatch will soon report 
his Anti-Option bill and will insist on it get- 
ting ahead. ‘Friends of other measures will 
demand a chance for them, and the result will 
be no adjournment in June. 


Restriction of Oleomargarine. 

Mr. Hatch, from the Committee on Agri- 
culture, today repurted to the House a bill de- 
signed to make oleomargarine manufactured 
in one State or Territory for shipment into 
another subject to the laws and restrictions of 
the State and Territory into which it is 
shipped. Mr. Hatch also reported the Pad- 
dock Pure Food bill.

THE OPEN SALE OF PUBIAC OFFICES. 


Tammany’s Boss Discleses His Strictly Bus- 
iness View of the Subject. 

Mr. A. R. Conkling in the New York Assem- 
bly recently introduced à bill for the prohibi- 
tion of contributions purposes by 
candidates for judicial offices, which was de- 
feated by Democratic votes. As the New York 
Times says, The people of the State and of 
the Nation are taking note of such demonstra- 
tions of hollowness and Deinocratic protes- 
sions. But did anybody ever believe them 
who had read Mr. Richard Croker’s re- 
marks upon the subject a week or 
two after the late election, in 
which he and his friends had carried the State 
by a tremendous majority? Judge Pryor, 
who was elected to the Common Pleas bench, 
had said that his election expenses were $10,- 
500, of which $10,000 was paid to Jammany 
Hall, of which Mr. Richard Croker is chief, 
and $500 to the Voorhis organization. 
Judge Pryor wrote afterward in a cowardly 
and deprecatory tone, which shows a due ap- 


| preciat.on of the power of Tammany, “I did 


not blame Tammany or any other organiza- 
tion for the system of assessments, but the 
state of things which appears to make neces- 
sary such an enormous outlay for the expense 
of elections.“ He yelps like a spaniel. 

Boss Croker said: 

If the candidates do not pay the expenses of 
their own campaigns, who will? Gen. Pryor in 
his official statement says that $8,870 of the money 
paid by him to Tammany Hall was to employ men 
to work for him at the polls. It was a perfectly 
legitimate expense. The men all had his pasters 
ready when called for and they also watched the 
count of the votes. In my opinion, all [Judges] 
who run for hign-salarie ices end for long 
terms should pay the expenses of their cam- 
paigns. I do not think the city or the State 
should be compelled to pay for even the officiai 
ballots. . 

As Mr. Croker is the big boss of the Legis- 
lature as well as of Tammany Hall, these re- 
marks forecast the fate of any proposition 
whatever to promote honest elections. There 
is no more outrageous abuse than such assess- 
ments upon judicial or other candidates. 
They are equivalent to an open sale of the of- 
tice, for we presume there is no doubt that no 
man who was known absolutely to refuse to 
pay an assessment would receive a nomina- 
tion. The boss of Tammany discloses the 
strictly business view that he takes 
of the subject by saying that 
those who run for high-salaried offices 
should pay the expenses of the campaign. 
But the actual expense of election for one of- 
fice upon a ticket is no higher than for every 
other. It is as costly to print and distribute 
tickets for a Coroner as for the highest sala- 
ried Judge. His remark is a mere dodge.“ 
The sum demanded by Tammany of thecandi- 
date is not measured by the cost of men to 
work,“ but by the amount of the salary. The 
whole business is one of the most monstrous 
forms of the corruption which maintains 
„the most powerful Democratic organiza- 
tion in the country.” —Harper’s Weekly.

WENT AS INDIVIDUALS 


MEMBERS OF ST. JAMES’ PRESENT 
AT THE ASCENSION CHURCH. 


They Attend the Annual Meeting of the 
Associates of the Girls’ Friendly Society, 
but Insist That They Are Not There us 
Representatives of Their Church— What 
They Say of the Action of the Rev. Floyd 
Tomkins and the Rev. John Rouse—Ser- 
mon on Forbearance, 


The assofaves of the Chicago diocese of the 
Girls’ Friendly Society of the Episcopal 
Church met in their annual convention at the 
Church of the Ascension yesterday forenoon. 
Every Episcopal church in Chicago in which 
there is a branch of the society was represent- 
ed except St. James’ Church. The absence of 
the St. James’ branch, however, was not on 
aceount of any desire on the part of its mem- 
bers to avoid representation at the yearly 
meeting of their socfty. It was because the 
Rev. Floyd Tomkins, rector of St. James’, 
could not conscientiously allow his flock to 
partake of the holy communion as offered un- 
der the forms of the Church of the Ascension, 
and found it necessary to forbid their pres- 


ence in the Rev. Edward A. Larrabee’s church 


as a representative body from the St. James’ 
parish. 

Not a few members of the St. James’ 
branch, however, felt that it was unnecessary 
to respect their rector’s arbitrary views and 
were present at the meeting, although out of 
deference to Mr. Tomkins’ wishes they came 
as individuals and not as members of St. 
James’ Church. 

The trouble arose out of the difference in 
the mode of celebrating the holy communion 
practiced by the two branches. In the Church 
of the Ascension it is maintained that the holy 
communion must be partaken of while fast- 
ing, and, accordingly, at the 11 o’clock services 
the priest receives for the people. The Rev. 
Mr. Tomkins, however, contends that the 
communicants should be allowed to partake 
of the bread and wine in practice as well as 
in theory, and he reasoned that if his commu- 
nicants were made to conform to Father Lar- 
rabee’s method it would be equivalent to ex- 
communicating them. 

How the Church Was Offered. 

The controversy placed St. James’ branch, 
Father Larrabee, and the associates of the 
Girls’ Friendly Society as a whole in an ex- 
tremely’ embarrassing situation. Father 
Larrabee extended the hospitality of the 
Church of the Ascension for the convention 
out of adesire to aid the society in its work. 
The offer was submitted to the vote of the as- 
sociates of the Girls’ Friendly Society, and 
after gaining the consent of Bishop McLaren, 
who is Mr. Tomkins’ superior in the church, it 
was accepted without a dissenting voice. Ar- 
rangments were then begun to make the 
annual event a success, and everthing was pro- 

ressing smoothly when suddenly: the St. 

ames' branch received word from its rector 
that under no condition could it t in 
the Church of the Ascension as presenta- 
tive body from St. James’ parishy 

The general opinion in the. St. James’ 
branch is that the branch should. have been 
perinitted to exercise its own discretion in the 
matter. The associates say that since the so- 
ciety is neither parochial nor local, but exists 
all over the United States, it should nct be 
bound down by the dictates of the leader of. 
the parish: in which it exists. At the same 
time the associates, as communicants of St. 
James’ Church, feel bound to respect the 
wishes of their rector. 


Averse to Expressing an Opinion. 

They are naturally averse to expressing 
their opinions as to the position taken by their 
rector. Although many of them were present 
they were most desirous that it be understood 
that they were there as individuals only. The 
distinction is rather a nice one, as the meeting 
yesterday was the annual one and held for the 
purpose of transacting the business of the so- 
ciety and outsiders were nvt supposed to be 
present. 

Said one of them who is high in the St. 
James’ branch: 

Jam here as an associate of the Girls’ 
Friendly Society and as one of Father Larra- 
bee's guests. | 

„But how about St. James’ Church, of 
which you are a member!“ 

„O, well, I am not considering St. James’ 
Church today.“ 

The Presiaent of the St. James’ branch 
when spoken to on the subject said that her 
interest in the society would naturally lead 
her to attend any meetings held and that as an 
individual she would be inclined to do what 
sbe could to promote the best interests of the 
society. When asked if she held the same 
views as Mr. Tomkins she refused to com- 
mit herself or discuss the subject further. 

Another member of the society was not 
quite sv reticent, and said that although the 
St. James’ branch was bound to respect the 
wishes of its rector she doubted if the associ- 
ates were in sympathy with them, His action 
in this instance had béen unprecedented ih 
the history of the society. They had met at 
various times and in several places, of course, 
with the sanctioa of the Bishop, and supposed- 
ly with the consent of the rector, whoever he 
had been.

STEAM-JETS ON CAPT, DUNHAM’S TUG. 


Society forthe Prevention of Smoke Ready 
' for Further Experiments. 

The tag W. L. Ewing of the Dunham Tow- 
ing and Wrecking company has deen fitted 
with thirteen steam-jets of the Western 
Smoke Preventer company’s device for the 
first trial in the experiments by the Society 
for the Prevention of Smoke. This tug was 
turned over to the society by Capt. Dunham 
two weeks ago and the work is only just com- 
pleted. There are not many devices that can 
be successfully applied to so shallow an affair 
as atug boiler. The boiler on the Ewing is 
about like the average Chicago tug boiler, 

furnace is only thirty-one inches igh and 
the boiler is patched in many places. It is an 
oid affair, but representative of its class. 

The Western Smoke Preventer company’s 
device consists of a narrow tube through 
which a jet of steam is injected into thé fire- 
box. It passes through a wider tube, which 
is open at both ends, one end being outside of 
the fire-box, the other inside. stream 
being injected with some force into the far- 
nace and the mouth of the steam tube being 
within the wide tube, the air from outside is 
sucked in through the wider tube with great 
force and sent over the fire to mix with the 


gases that are distilled from the fuel. It 1s the | 


same principle that is employed in all steam- 
jet devices, the peculiarity of this one bei 
that it has a brass drum outside, throug 
which the air that is sucked in passes in a zig- 
zag line and by which the loud hissing sound 
ot the steam-jet, which is so disagreeable to 
engineers and often causes them to turn off 
the device, is deadened. 

As the fitting up of the tug Ewing is purely 
experimental, a much greater number of 
steain jets has been put on than will in all 
probability be required to stop the smoke if 
it can be stopped at all. On a locomotive en- 
gine the usual number of these steam jets is 
six or seven, but on this tug no less 
than thirteen are being put on, of 
which three are on the starboard , four 
on the port side, and ¢ix in front. direc- 
tion of the jets is at a slight angle downward, 

on op sides are set so that the 
jets will dovetail and cover the 33 
surface. It is thought all of the jets not 
be needed. Each one has a valve, so that the 
experiment may be made with accuracy, and 
the number of jets that is required be correct- 
ly ascertained. 

In addition to these steam jets a retort has 
been passed inside along the front wall of the 
furnace. Through the retort runs a coil of 
pipe that connects with those which feed the 
steam jets. In the coil the steam is to be su- 
perheated before it is thrown into the fire.

Some of those who do not want to do away 
with smoke have called Engineer White of the 
Society for the Prevention of Smoke a theo- 
rist. If they had seen him with his overalls 
on climbing in and out of the fire-box and di- 
recting all the work or doing it himself on 
the tug they would begin to think he was a 
practical map. “I feel quite confident we 
shall succeed in stopping the smoke on the 
tug,“ said Secretary Phelps.

AN INVENTION FOR PUNCHING KE. 
BATE CERTIFICATES, — 


Railway Officials Use Ticket-Punch Instead 
of Signature to Show That Shipper Is 
Entitled to Rebate—Pennsylvania Line 
to Spend $7,000,000 Preparing for 
World's Fair Business— Large Earnings of 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quiney— 
St. Paul Blind Peol in Danger. 


Government officials who have been investi- 
gating alleged discrimination in freight rates 
have, they claim, discovered a scheme for 
evading detection which is quite novel. For- 
merly the plan in giving big shippers 
ferred rates was to charge the full legal 
and then issue rebate certificates signod. by 
the agent who gave the rates. This plan being 
open to the objection that if one of the cer- 
tificates fell into the hands of the governments | 
the guilty party could be easily detected by 
proving the signature, one of the agents hit 
upon a plan for doing away entirely with sig- 
natures. His scheme was that every agent 
who agreed to give the preferential rate pro- 
cure a ticket punch and use that on the rebate 
certificate in lieu of his signature. The idea 
was caught up at once by the agents as one of 
the happiest nits of the season, and now each 
agent has a punch of iar caliber in order 
that the others may identify him. Several of 
the Eastern roads are said to be in the deal. 

The exposure came about through one of 
the agents who kicked ver the traces and ro- 
fused to punch. The case will be reported to 
the Inter-State Gammerce Commission and it 
is believed a case can be made out com- 
pelling the agents to acknowledge sub- 
stitutes for signatures,
